VICHY, Oct. 20 
German Gen­ 
eral Karl Friedrich Holtz, 
com­ 
m andant of Nantes in 
occup ied 
France, was shot to death today 
by two unidentified assailants in 
v.hat was termed 
a 
renewal 
of 
"Communist terrorist” activity. 
Indications were that severe re­ 
p risals would be taken against ar. 
unnamed number of French hos­ 
tages. 
The m urder occurred at 2 a. m. 
in the Place St. Pierre, as Holtz 
was walking through the blackout 
to his headq uarters. 
It was rep orted that two men 
stole up behind him and fired a 
salvo of shots at his head. 
Two 
bullets entered the back of his 
neck, killing him instantly. 
German and French authorities 
combined their forces to stage a 
roundup of the entire district. 
The last assassination of a Ger­ 
man officer in 
occup ied France 
was staged in Paris on Sep tember 
16. when Cap tain Seheben of the 
German transp ort corp s was kill­ 
ed. 
For th at murder, the Germans 
shot twelve French hostages. 
Indications were that a greater 
number of hostages would be exe­ 
cuted in rep risal for the killing of 
Gen. Holtz, highest ranking Ger­ 
man official murdered thus far. 


Injured internally when he fell 
from a haymow' on the Charles 
Cromley farm in Harrison Town­ 
ship .

The shocking p art of B ritain's 
p erhap s enforced p olicy of "watch 
and w ait” is th at the cream of her 
fighters—the Royal Air Force— 
must be continually sacrificed or 
at least jeop ardized, while the 
nameless footsloggers of the B rit­ 
ish arm y and the Home Guard 
sp end their days in bayonet p rac­ 
tice and fabricated tank sorties. 
H itler’s enormous advantage, on 
the other hand, lies in his ability 
to throw millions of men against 
the enemy on any and all fronts. 
The ap p alling losses which must 
be suffered among his infantry­ 
men may boomerang sometime in 
the far distant 
jture. 
But for 
the p resent at least he can boast 
a mile for every life and a town 
for every shattered limb. 
Britain can only count her seri- 
on losses in the air and on the 
high seas as sacrifice for defense, 
W'ith nothing gained.

A per­ 
son with a phy sical defect, but 
of good judgment, learns to com­ 
pensate for his disabilities arri 
makes a safe driver. One would 
think that color-blindness would 
be an insuperable barrier, but ex­ 
perience has taught that it play s 
a very insignificant part in motor 
accidents. 
Minor visual 
acuity 
also, in actual experience, is not 
a serious menace. 


Heart Inv alids 


Heart invalids are a problem.

H ERF. arc millions of Americans for 
whom it is a hardship not to have a 
new car every year. 
There are probably

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LEWIS ABANDONS ISOLATIONISM 
W 
ASHINGTON— Inner CTO circles are 
buzzing excitedly over a grapevine 
report that John L. Lewis is seriously con­ 
sidering d itching: his isolationism and de­ 
claring for the Roosevelt policy of aid to 
Britain and Russia. 
Hitch in the rumor is that it was ‘‘al­ 
lowed to leak” by close Lewis benchmen, | 
which may mean that there is more to it 
than meets the eye.

Mental defects and lacK of judg­ 
ment are considered more impor­ 
tant than physical defects. This 
is the result of experience. A per­ 
son with a physical defect, but 
of good judgment, learns to com­ 
pensate for his disabilities a-d 
makes a safe driver. Ore would 
think that color-blindness would 
be an insuperable barrier, but ex­ 
perience has taught that it plays 
a very insignificant part in motor 
accidents. 
Minor visual acuity 
also, in actual experience, is not 
a serious menace. 


Il**art Invalids 


Heart invalids are a problem. 
Will they have a heart attack and 
lose consciousness at the whee;? 
Actual experience shows that only 
those with minor disability want 
to drive at all. and the danger is, 
in practice, almost non-existent 
The real menace is the person 
with low mental capacity and poor 
judgment. Does he feel that his 
driving privilege is one that is 
given him by the Constitution or 
by God. ami no one has any right 
to take it away from bim? Does 
he explain all his accidents as the 
other fellow ’s fault? lf a man can 
*. ot stop in time, even if he has 
the right of way, he is almost as 
j much at fault as the offender who 
drove across the right of way.

BELLEFONTE. Pa.,

Petrillo, rlng-leader 
of 
the notorious 
Philadelphia "m ur- 
der-for-insurance” ring, died ear­ 
ly today in the electric chair d ra­ 
m atically pleading for mercy. 
‘'Gentlemen, give me a chance 
to prove my innocence,” he cried 
as he 
was placed in 
the chair. 
"You 
wouldn’t w ant to 
witness 
the death of an innocent m an,” he 
said. "I w ant to see the gover­ 
nor.”

lethal shock of 2.000 volts 
struck him as he continued to 
plead for mercy. In three m inutes 
he was dead.

75 Percent Fee 
County AAA Chairm an John G 
Boggs predicts that nearly 75 per­ 
cent of the crop will be fed in the 
county, only about 25 j>ereent of it 
going into the m arket. 
There Is 
practically no old corn available 
for feed and many farm ers now 
are feeding new com to their hogs 
and cattle. 
Under the Farm Defense Pro­ 
gram, agriculturalists are discour­ 
aging the sale of corn on the open 
m arket and are encouraging it as 
a feed for the increased produc­ 
tion of beef and dairy products. 
Corn quotas in all of the counties 
of the state will remain the same 
in 1942 as they were in 1941, while 
ut the same time a tentative 12 
percent increase has been set for 
beef and veal production in all of 
the counties.
